THY PROPOSEDSMILITARY POST FOR ATLANTA. 

The sundry civil bill, as it passed the house 
this afternoon, had a clause providing for the 
erection of @ permanent barracks at Atlanta. 
When Mr. Hammond moved in this matter 
early in the session, he got Raudall to promise 
to use his influence to incorporate the neces- 
sary clause in the sundry civil bill. This was 
about the only way it could have been ar- 
ranged successfully. Atlanta had this appro- 
riation inthe sundry civil bill last session, 
but the senate struck it out because the secre- 
tary of war strenuously opposed it.

IN THE SENATE. 


Defaleations to be Investigated—The In- 
galls Amendment Defeated. 
Wasuinoeron, June 23.—In the senate Mr. 


' Hale offered a resolution directing’ the com- 


mittee on expenditures of public money, to in- 
vestigate the recent defaleations of the dis- 
hbursing officers in some of the departments in 
Washington, and the alleged frauds upon the 
navy department, and to inquire into the sys- 
tem of making disbursements and purchases 
of supplies, with a view to determining wheth- 
er itembraces suflicient safeguards against de- 
faleations and frauds, and giving the commit- 
tee power to send for persons and papers. 

Mr. Morgan asked why the resolution was 
limited to **some”’ of the departments. 

Mr. Hale said that there had been defalca- 
tions in some of the departments, and he had 
not wished to particularize. 

Mr. Morgan hoped it would be made to 
cover the postoftice department. 

Mr. Hale replied that he had in mind the 
postoftice, state and navy departments. 

His object had been to inélude matters that 
had lately come before the public eye through 
the press. 

Mr. MePherson asked why not cover the 

methods of keeping accounts in all the depart- 
Thents, 
Mr. Hale said he meant to include that. In 
fuct he thought that the chief work of the 
committee would be to elaborate and perfect a 
system by which the treasury may be thorough- 
ly protected. The expenditures should be 
serutinized with a jealous eye and some plan 
ot account keeping should be adopted that 
would secure the most complete’ protection. 

Mr. Hale accepted an amendment offered by 


Mr. McPherson to include all the 
departments. The resolution was 
agreed to after being amended to 


cover the appointment of clerk and steno- 
grapher when necessary. 

_ Mr. Garland, from the committee on judi- 
ciary, reported, and the senate read a third 
time and passed the bill conferring on all sen- 
ators and members of congress authority to 
iuiminister oaths to witnesses in matters pend- 
ing before congress. 

THE MEXICAN PENSIONS. 

The Mexican pension bill was then taken 
up, and its consideration proceeded with, Mr. 
Phimb giving notice that whether that bill be 
finished to-day or not, he would to-morrow 
move to take up the Atlantic and Pacific land 


' grant forfeiture bill. 


The pending question in connection wath 
the Mexican pensions bill was on an amend- 
mentof Mr. Ingalls, dating the pensions of 
union soldiers from the date of discharge or 
disability, and extending to October 1, 1884, 
the limitation of the time to file applications 
for the arrears of pensions. 


Mr. Sherman very much regretted to be 


O>liged to oppose any proposition that was 
favored by the union vidiers, but he knew 
the soldiers themselves were divided about 
ghis proposition. His heart and__ his 
grelings were all 


He appreciated the value of their service to the 
country for generations yet unborn. This 
proposition, however, affected the interests of 
allthe people of the United States, not only 
soldiers but citizens. The committee on pen- 
sions had not recommended it. The house of 
represntatives had not recommended it. It 
wa sed on the motion of a single senator. 
The commissioner of pensions had estimated 
that this proposition would involve the pay- 
ment of $246,000,000, and although Mr. Sher- 
man thought this estimate too high, yet the 
amount would unquestionably be very large. 
No government in the world could endure if it 
should attempt to pay all the claims and ar- 
rears of claims arising out of its misfortunes. 
Mr. Sherman put himself on the broad ground 
that the soldier who had for twenty years 


waived his right to a pension, either 
because he did not desire it, or 
was too proud to claim it, had 


no legal or even moral and equitable right now 
to embarass his government. He believed the 
adoption of this amendment would be an em- 
barassing thing for the people of the United 
States. It would break down all restrictions 
on all sorts ef claims. 

Mr. Ingalls said the senator from Ohio 
(Sherman) was one of the most eminent mem- 
bers of the republican party. Ife had been 
finance minister of the United States, and had 
had respectable pretensions to presidential 
candidacy. It would,therefore, be gratifying to 
the country tounderstand that he (Sherman) 
held that pensions were not a contract, but a 
gratuity or charity, which the United States 
could give or withhold, as it pleased; that we 
were authorized, under the contract of enlist- 
ment, to treat mutilated and disabled soldiers 
asa hospitable and charitable citizen treats 
the vagrant and tramp who applies at his 
area door for a mouthful of food, to keep him 
from starvation. Mr. Sherman had claimed 
that we were poor. Why, our difficulty was 
to get rid of our surplus. The amount to be 
paid under this amendment would be divided 
among several years. He did not think Mr. 
Sherman entirely sincere as to the danger of 
this measure to the treasury. Mr. Ingalls 
called Sherman’s attention to the enactment 
of the republioan platform of Ohio, two 
years ago, and that of the republican 
national convention this year declared for the 
thing which this measure embodied, yet the 
senator from Ohio (Sherman) deliberately dis- 
avowed that declaration, and declared that it 
was not binding upon the conscience nor upon 
the political action of those who may be called 
upon to vote upon the question. Mr. Ingalls 
‘favored liberty of opinion, but if the declara- 
tion referred to were to be declared by those in 
authority not to be binding, then it would be 
well for the party managers to = up notice, 
as the railroad managers did, that passengers 
are not allowed to stand on the platform. 

Mr. Sherman deprecated this introduction 
of party platforms to guide the senators in the 
erformance of their sworn duties. When 
c remembered that the platform = of 
the late republican convention had been made 
up in a few hours time, on a sweltering hot 
day by 842 men suddenly ‘called together, 
most of whom never saw each other before, he 
did not think it should be called a guide for sen- 
ators in the performance of their public duty. He 
thought it an extraordinary spectacle that it 
should be attempted to so make it a guide. 
He had as much respect as anybody for the 
opinion of his party, but it was the congress of 
the United States that, under the constitution, 
mnust prescribe the laws for our country. Our 
democratic friends would be in a sorry 
predicament if he should present to them their 
party platforms for the last twenty years as the 
guide for their action here. In fact they were 
1 a sorry predicament anyway, 
brut a senator of the United States 
must have some better guide than a_ hastily 
arranged . party platform. Ile (Sherman) 
would not be afraid to go before any crowd of 
soldiers in the United States, and make the 
argument he had made to-day. He believed 
that the judgment of the prudent, sensible, 
candid oad fairmen among them would be 
with him. 

THN AMENDMENT DEFEATED. 

On eoming to a vote the Ingalls amendment 
was voted down; 26 to 39. The vote in detail

OTHER AMENDMENTS OFFERED. 


Various amendments were then offered by 
Messrs. Harrison, Wilson and Mitchell, and 
were agreed to. One of Harrison’s amend- 
ments limited the Mexican pensions to sol- 
diers and sailors who, if not actually engaged 
in battle, were at least fourteen days in Mexi- 
co, or on-its coast, s0as not to give pensions 
to those who never left bome. Wilson’s 
amendment provided that persons to whom 
the law shall apply must be either sixty-two 
years of age, or subject to some disabilty- rec- 
ognized by the general pension laws of 
the United States. It is not, however, to cover 
eases of men who may have acquired such 
disability in fighting against the union. 
Among Mitchell’s amendments was the sub- 
stance of the pension bill introduced by Mr. 
Cullom early in May, providing pensions for 
invalid soldiers and sailors who have been 
discharged from the army or navy of the 
United States after three months service in the 
war of the rebellion, and _ “(for the 
widows and dependent parents of deceased 
pensioners. This amendment was adopted by 
a vote of 32 yeas to 27 nays, The yeas 
were: | :

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THE DUTCH THRONE. 
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A QUARREL OVER THE BONES OF | 
THE PRINCE OF ORANGE. 
-~--e-_-_——_—_ 

The Notice of Bismarck to the Foreign Powers That 
Germany Alone Hasthe Right to Interfere in 
the Dutch Succession-The Movements 
of the King of Holland. 
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Tux Haevr, June 23.—The prinee of Ormnge 
passed a calm night and a peaceful morning 
before his collapse. In the forenoon of Satar-_ 
day he seemed so well that the doctors talked 
of sending him to the south of France. At II 
o’clock, however, he suddenly exhibited symp- 
toms of extreme weakness, and fainted. His 
respiration became greatly enfeebled. Sub- 
sequently a slight recovery was noticeable, and 


then his lungs seened paralyzed. From 
this time until his death the prince 
remained unconscious. The king has return- 
ed from Carlsbad, and has held a conference 
with the eabinet. The president of the coun- 
cil has convened the general state council. 
The cabinet has decided to resort to the pro- 
visions of the law of November 3, 1848, and 
will convene, the chambers forming the states 
general in plenary congress of 78 senators in- 
steail of 39 and 172 deputies instead of 86. This 
congress will proclaim the Princess Wilhel- 
mine's successor under council to regeney with 
Queen Emma as regent, and the president 
of the ceuncil as chancellor. The cabi- 
net has determined to refuse to share 
tutelage with aify German branch of the royal 
family. 

Prince Bismarck, during the illness of the 
Prince of Orange, caused the German repre- 
sentatives at the various European courts to 
declare that any attempt to ra, the suecces- 
sor to the regency in Holland, a European 
question would find instant opposition from 
Germany, This declaration is taken to mean 
that Getany alone has the right te meddle 
in the affairs of Holland. The king of Holland 
is ill, and-his death is near. On his decease, 
the duke of Nassau, failing to obtain the 
throne of Holland, will claim the grand duchy 
of Luxemburg. 

The prince was the second son of the king of 
Holland, and was born August 25, 1851. His 
mother was the Princess Sophia, the second 
daughter of William I. of Wurtemberg. She 
will be remembered as one of the most learned 
and best educated women who ever oceupied a 
throne, and as a great patron of literature, 
science and art. She had an especial claim 
upon the gratitude of Americans for her 
friendship of many years with the late John 
Lothrop Motley, the historian of the Nether- 
lands. As is well known, she lived unhappi- 
ly with her husband, and had been separated 
from hin for several years before her death, 
which oceurred in June, 1877. 

The prince from his boyhood suffered from 
anu incurable spinal disease. Ile led the life of 
arecluse. His elder brother died in 1879 after 
a short life and a merry one. His death re- 
moved one of the potential suecessors to the 
Dutch throne. This was one of the reasons for 
the second marriage of the king, his father, 
which resulted in the birth of a daughter three 
— ago: This daughter, two years old, was 

etrothed to the infant son of the king of Bel- 
gium three weeks ago the object being to re- 
unite the Netherlands and defeat Bismarck’s 
project of bringing the succession into a Ger- 
man branch of the family. After the 
sons of the king by his first marriage,the next 
heir to the throne was Prinee Hendrik, 
admiral of the fleet, brother of the king, who 
married as his second wife, on August 24, 
1878, the Princess Maria, daughter of the “Red 
Prince,” Friedrich Karl, of Prussia. But he 
died, too, ten months after his marriage. The 
king has a sister, who is married to the grand 
duke of Saxe-Weimar-Eisenach. Her son is, 
however, a German and not a Dutchman, and 
as such would probably be unacceptable to 


Holland, The date prince «+ caused 
some sensation about two years 
ago by accepting the dignity of grand 


master of the Dutch Freemasons. This honor 
was no doubt looked upon by him as an inof- 
fensive distraction from his maladies. But at 
the same time it brought him into considera- 
ble trouble. The two next highest Masonic 
dignitaries at onee resigned, not liking the 
idea of royal influence in their order. On the 
other hand, it was said that his royal father 
was offended at hearing that he had accepted 
the dignity without asking consent, 
his election having occurred while the king 
was absent from the capital. Though the late 
pritice, on account of his infirmities, could 
neither ride on horseback nor maintain his 
footing on the deck of a ship at sea, he held 
high military and naval rank, being a major- 
general and a rear admiral and also the cvol- 
onel of a Russian regiment of grenadiers. 
AFFAIRS IN EGYPT. 

Catro June 23.—Another armored steamer 
has been ordered to patrol the river 
between Assouan and Wadyhalfa. It is ru- 
mored that the rebels are advancing on Koros- 
ko. Colonel Kitchener has arrived at Eliman 
wells, four days east of Korosko, where he 


sighted the rebels. He says the Khidaghi 
rebels are marching on Dongola. The harm- 


less exchange of firing continues at Soudan. 

There is a panic at Assouan on account of the 
rebel advances. It is reported that the porte 
will post a force of 10,000 men as an army of 
observation on the Egyptian frontier near 
Elarish. 

The Daily News has advices that the porte 
has 15,000 men ready to send to upper Egypt. 
This foree it is intended, shall disembark at a 
porton the Red sea. The porte has notified 
the Turkish representatives abroad that this 
action has no bearing whatever upon the forth- 
coming Egyptian conference. The _ porte’s 
sudden resolution is made upon its own view of 
the situation, and is due to the news that there 
is imminent danger that the mahdi’s movement 
is spreading into Hedjaz. 

It is officially announced that under date of 
June 16, Earl Granville, foreign secretary of 
state, addressed a noté to M. Waddington, 
French minister, the gubstance of which is 
as follows: 

England undertakes to withdraw her troo 
from Egypt at the beginning of the year of 1858, In 
case the powers shall consider such withdrawal 
possible withoutendangering public order. The 
caisse de la delte publique, after 1885, will have a 
consultive voice in regard to the budget, and will 
have the right to vote any increase of expenses on 


the part of the government. It shall 
continue to exercise the right of 
financial inspection after the evaeuation of 


the country by the English, in order to insure the } 
complete and regular collection of the reyenue. 
England also undertakes, during her occupation, 
to propound schemes to the porte and powers for 
the neutralization of Egypt, like Belgium, and the 
neutralization ofthe Suez canal. 

In his reply, M. Waddington gave assur- 
ances of the satisfaction with which France 
noted the points suggested by Earl Granville. 
France, he said, aceepte Earl Granville’s pro- 


posal, and testifies to England’s moderation 
and friendly spirit, which it believes will | 
strengthen the bonds that bind the two coun- 
tries together. |

Glad- 
stone's government recognized this fact, and 
was the first to propose the neutralization of 
Egypt. France has the best chance possible 
to settle the question with the Gladstone cabi- 
net. Is is necessary that harmony be maim- 
tained between the two nations, whose accord 
ts 80 important to the peace and liberty of the 
world. Applause.) It is necessary also te 
limit the English cecupation of Egypt, but 
France has not the intention of oubstitating 
French occupation therefore. 

EARL GRANVILLE’S NOTE. 

Loxpos, June 23.--Earl Granville has, 
through the English ambassadors to the pow- 
ers, sentacircular convening the Egyptian 
conference on July 28th. The circular brieft 
repeats the terms ofthe dispatch of the | 
of April, suggesting the conference, and adds 
that the conference is ealled to consider what 
changes may be necessary in the law of liqui- 
dation to restore financial order in Egypt. The 
circular is attributed to a design to influence 
parliament with the presence of the confer- 
ence during the approaching debate on the 
vote of censure, in regard to the government's 
Egyptian policy. Before sending the cireular 
Karl Granville was assured of its acceptance 
by France, Germany, Austria and Italy. 

A CHURCH PANIC. 

Loxpox, June 23.—The Methodist chureh at 
Anglesea was crowded yesterday during the 
revival services, Suddenly a gallery began 
to creak, and at once a panic oceurred. Scores 
of persons jumped from the high windows te 
the ground. Others rushed for the doors. 
Many were trampled under foot and severely 
injured. 

CHOLERA AT TOULON, 

Paris, June 23,—Alarming reports of chol- 
era at Toulon have reached here. It is said 
that twenty deaths occurred yesterday, and 
the city is inastate of panic. The govern- 
ment has ordered the barracks to be evacu- 
ated, and sanitary precautions are being es- 
tablished as rapidly as possible. Later reports 
of the existence of cholera at Toulon are offi- 
cially confirmed. The troops and dock labor- 
ers have been chiefly attacked. It is pro- 
nounced distinetly Asiatie cholera. Quaran- 
tine has been established everywhere, The 
news has cansed a profound sensation in 
Paris. , 

ENGLISH OPPOSITION TO BLAINE. 

Comments of the English presg*’on the re- 
publican nomination for the presidency con- 
tinue pretty steadily adverse to Mr. Blaine. 
Telegrams announce that O'Donovan Rossa 
and Patrick Ford support him. This rather 
disgusts the English, and will end by alienat- 
ing European opinion, unless Mr. Blaine 
clearly disowns such allies.

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THE PLUMBER'S STRIKE. 


A General Turn-Out of the Pipe Sol erers 
of New York. 

New York, June 23.—The boss plumbers, to 
the number of 48, to-day locked out their 800 
journeymen. The manner in which the lock- 
out came about is as follows: Two weeks ago 
a boss plumber named Twomey discharged 
one of his journeymen for knocking off work 
an hour earlier than he should. The 22 jour- 
neymen employed in the shop struck because 
the boss refused to re-employ the discharged 


workman, who they thought had been dis- 
charged without sufficient cause. The em- 


ployer belongs to the master plumbers associ- 
ation, and thisorganization ordered a lockout 
to begin to-day ofall the men by the employ— 
ers, if the men on a strike in Twomey’s 
shops did not return to work. This lockout 
began to-day, and will not be ended unless 
Twomey’s men return to work. Twomey will 
not re-employ his discharged workmen. The 
members of the master plumbers’ association 
refuse to employ any journeyman who is @ 
member o1 the plumber’s uhion until the 
lockout is ended. As fast as 
men were locked out by their employers, they 
reported the fact to the executive committee 
of their union. Before the day is out the 
bosses say that every shop run by a member 
of the asseciation will be closed. They say 
they will not yield an iota, and will not be 
dictated to as to whom they will employ.
